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CHICAGO —  Significant  research  studies,  ranging  from 
investigations  of  ozone  to  a  novel  furnace  for  obtaining  pure 
metals,  were  among  a  group  of  782  projects  conducted  at  Armour 
Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  during 
1958. 

In  his  annual  report,  Dr.  Haldon  A.  Leedy,  director  of  the 
Foundation,  summarizes  the  achievements  in  the  current  fiscal 
year,  ended  August  31. 

Gross  research  volume  in  ARF's  22-year  history  surpassed 
the  $100  million  mark  in  1958.   This  represents  about  10,000 
separate  research  projects  for  industry  and  government. 

Highlights  of  the  year  among  the  407  projects  for  industry 
and  375  projects  for  government  were: 

— A  better  method  for  sterilizing  blood,  using  ozone. 

— New  ways  to  fabricate  magnesium-lithium  base  alloys  as 
armor  plate  for  tanks  and  other  military  vehicles.   These  alloys 
are  about  80  per  cent  lighter  than  currently-used  steel. 

— New  knowledge  in  plasma  physics  that  could  lead  to  an  ion 
drive  for  spaceships  and  a  neutron  source  other  than  a  conventional 
fission  reactor. 

— Ways  of  applying  electronic  computers  to  an  even  wider  range 
of  industrial,  financial,  and  civic  problems. 
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— Causes  of  failure  of  ceramic  nozzles  used  in  missiles  and 
rockets . 

— The  design  practicability  of  the  Armour  Dust  Fuel  Reactor, 
a  new  kind  of  nuclear  reactor  using  uranium  dust  as   fuel. 

— -High  speed,  fully  automatic  processes  for  assembly  line 
inspection  of  bearing  components,  optical  equipment. 

Leedy  emphasizes  in  the  report  that  "research  is  a  prime  factor 
in  our  life,  and  without  it,  our  industry,  our  health,  and  our 
economy  could  not  continue  as  we  know  it." 

To  develop  new  research  ideas,  the  Foundation  self -sponsored 
76  programs  in  various  technological  fields,  including  high  frequency 
recording,  ferrites,  flexible  crystals  and  a  furnace  for  obtaining 
pure  metals. 

Internationally,  Armour  Research  broadened  its  activities  by 
the  expansion  of  the  Union  of  Burma  Applied  Research  Institute  and 
by  an  engineering,  economic  study  of  iron  ore  in  Brazil.  The  Brazil 
project  is  being  made  to  determine  the  commercial  possibilities  of 
a  vast,  landlocked  iron  ore  deposit  located  400  miles  from  the  ocean. 

Public  service  activities  continued  were  the  monthly  evaluation 
of  dustfall  in  Chicago,  air  pollution  prevention  studies,  operation 
of  the  National  Registry  of  Rare  Chemicals,  establishment  of  a 
reference  dust  sample  for  industry  use  in  setting  up  measurement 
standards  and  the  sponsorship  of  five  scientific  conferences. 
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New  equipraeni.t  includes  a  1,000-ton  extrusion  press  in  the 
metals  research  division  which  enables  metallurgists  to  develop 

alloys  that  cannot  be  shaped  by  rolling  or  hammer  forging,  and 

the  acquisition  of  a  Univac  1105  to  be  placed  in  operation  this 
year  in  the  electrical  engineering  research  division. 

In  1958  the  gross  research  volume  reached  an  all-tirae  high 
of  $14,600,000.

CHICAGO — A  process  pilot  plant  designed  for  both  catalytic 
and  non-catalytic  reaction  studies  of  gases  and  liquids  has  been 
developed  by  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology. 

The  plant,  constructed  at  a  cost  of  $200,000,  is  one  of  the 
few  available  in  the  nation  today  for  contract  research.   Its 
flexibility  enables  it  to  be  operated  under  a  broad  range  of 
conditions . 

Studies  can  be  made  under  conditions  varying  from  ambient 
to  3500  pounds  per  square  inch  and  up  to  2000°F.  with  continuous 
cycling  of  process  gases  and  liquids o 

The  pilot  plant  is  equipped  with  a  small  laboratory  for 
analytical  control  during  operations.  Final  control  over  virtually 
any  parameter  can  be  obtained  in  the  many  other  laboratories  available 
at  Armour  Research. 

Processes  that  can  be  researched  include  the  production  of 
fuels,  lubricants  and  hydraulic  fluids  and  basic  work  in  hydrogenationj 
polymerization,  hydration,  alkylation,  etc. 
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At  present  the  pilot  plant  has  the  following  capacities: 

Liquid  feed,  up  to  50  lbs./hr„  ajd  up  to  3500  pounds  per 
square  inch;  gas  recycle,  up  to  1000  standard  cubic  feet/hr,  and 
3500  pounds  per  square  inch;  reaction  temperature,  200  to  2000°F, 
and  reaction  pressure,  up  to  3000  pounds  per  square  inch. 

Operation  of  the  plant  during  the  past  several  months  has 
shown  a  high  degree  of  reliability » 

One  of  the  basic  safety  features  of  the  plant  is  a  continuous 
flow  of  air  sufficient  to  change  the  air  every  three  minutes.   An 
auxiliary  fan  for  more  rapid  air  changes  also  is  available  for  tower 
work  under  hazardous  conditions „   This  permits  use  of  readily 
available  equipment  by  eliminating  any  possibility  of  hazardous 
atmospheres,  thus  facilitating  rapid  process  change-overs.

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CHICAGO — Approval  has  been  received  by  Armour  Research  Foundation 
of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  to  boost  the  power  level  of  its 
nuclear  reactor  to  100,000  watts,  making  it  the  largest  of  its   type 
in  the  world „ 

The  reactor  was  the  first  one  in  the  nation  established  for 
private  industrial  research.   Previously,  the  maximum  power  allowed 
was  10,000  watts, 

A  similar  reactor  operated  by  the  Japanese  has  reached  a 
power  level  of  62,000  watts. 

Approval  of  the  power  increase  came  as  a  result  of  a  careful 
study  of  the  operating  characteristics  of  the  reactor,  Leonard  Reiffel, 
director  of  physics  research  at  ARF,  reported. 

Placed  in  operation  in  June,  1956,  the  "water  boiler"  reactor 
uses  uranium  235  in  a  water  solution  as  fuel.   This  fuel  is  contained 
in  a  spherical  core  of  steel  one-foot  in  diameter,  where  the  fission, 
or  atom  splitting,  takes  place.   Because  of  the  high  power  being 
generated  in  a  small  core,  the  reactor  efficiency  is  comparable  to 
other  designs  operating  at  considerably  higher  power. 

The  reactor  produces  neutrons  and  gamma  radiation  for  research 
in  nuclear  physics,  biology,  chemistry,  space  technology,  solid-state 
physics  and  medicine.   Typical  projects  now  underway  include  production 
of  new  plastics,  analysis  of  human  tissue,  development  of  new  petroleum 
processes,  determination  of  the  structure  of  crystals,  production  of 
short-lived  radioactivity  for  medical  purposes  and  the  design  of 


new  radiation  detection  methods. 
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Increase  wattage  on  nuclear  reactor — add  1 

Twenty-four  industrial  firms  participate  in  the  Foundation's 
nuclear  reactor  research  program o 
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A  beam  of  infrared  light  and  an  instrument  called  a  spectroscope 
hold  the  key  to  molecular  structure  for  Dr.  Forrest  F,  Cleveland, 
professor  of  physics  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 

Under  a  grant  of  $36,000  from  the  National  Science  Foundation, 
the  third  received  for  the  purpose,  Dr ,  Cleveland  will  continue  a 
program  of  fundamental  research  into  the  spectra  and,  ultimately,  the 
structure  of  molecules  in  various  organic  compounds, 

Cleveland's  basic  method  is  not  new.   In  a  spectroscope,  a 
beam  of  infrared  light  passes  through  the  compound,  and  the  same 
principle  that  produces  a  rainbow  causes  a  spectrum  to  appear.   In 
this  spectrum,  however,  several  of  the  colors  are  missing.   The 
molecules  of  the  compound,  vibrating  in  space,  have  actually  absorbed 
the  infrared  light  of  the  same  frequency.   Thus,  by  finding  what  light 
is  missing  from  the  spectrum,  the  frequency  of  the  molecules* 
vibrations  is  easily  determined. 

In  the  past,  this  principle  has  been  widely  used  by  science 
and,  in  particular,  by  industry  to  determine  the  composition  of  an 
unknown  chemical  compound.  Now,  by  replacing  the  unknown  chemicals 
by  known  and  extremely  pure  compounds,  Dr,  Cleveland  is  able  to 
determine  amazingly  precise  vibration  data  for  many  different  molecules. 
These  new  and  accurate  readings  are  valuable  not  only  to  other  scientists 
but  by  extensive  mathematical  analysis,  Dr,  Cleveland  is  able  to 
determine  the  actual  position  of  individual  atoms  in  any  molecule.

For  the  present,  Cleveland  has  limited  himself  to  obtaining 
complete  structural  information  for  the  126  possible  basic  variations 
of  methane,  although  on  occasion  he  does  analyze  other  interesting 
and  significant  substances.   Under  this  new  grant,  he  hopes  to  finish 
his  present  task  and,  utilizing  the  experience  and  knowledge  he  has 
garnered,  probe  deeper  into  the  mysteries  of  the  molecule,  a  thing 
so  small  that  even  the  largest  has  not  yet  been  seen  by  man,

Von  Karman,  professor  emeritus  of  California  Institute  of 
Technology,  will  also  be  av/arded  an  honorary  Doctor  of  Engineering 
degree. 

Some  250  young  engineers,  scientists,  and  designers  from  both 
the  graduate  and  undergraduate  divisions  will  then  join  him  in 
receiving  their  honors  from  Dr.  John  T„  Rettaliata,  president  of  IIT, 
The  ceremony  will  begin  at  8:15  p.m.  in  the  auditorium  of  the  Musevim 
of  Science  &  Industry,  57th  st „  and  Lake  Shore  Dr. 

Few  men  have  had  more  influence  on  the  advancement  of 
aeronautical  science  than  von  Karman.   He  came  to  America  from  his 
native  Hungary  in  1926  to  give  a  series  of  lectures  and  stayed  on 
to  establish  residence  at  the  California  Institute  of  Technology. 

In  1930,  he  was  named  director  of  the  Guggenheim  Aeronautical 
Laboratories  at  Caltech,  a  post  he  filled  until  his  retirement  in 
1949,   During  his  tenure  many  aeronautical  designs  and  devices  were 
perfected  which  are  now  standard  equipment, 
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Von  Karman — add  1 

The  advent  of  V/orld  War  II  brought  on  a  quick  succession  of 
special  assignments  for  von  Karman,   In  1942,  at  the  request  of  the 
government,  he  founded  and  became  chief  consultant  to  the  Aerojet 
Engineering  Corporation,  an  organization  geared  to  the  development 
and  production  of  rocket  devices,  particularly  jet-assisted  take  off. 

Two  years  later.  Gen.  II.  H.  (Hap)  Arnold  asked  von  Karman  to 
set  up  a  program  which  would  ensure  the  Air  Force  the  best  possible 
scientific  advice  and  direction.   Von  Karman  gathered  under  him  the 
leading  scientists  and  engineers  in  the  countr3'^  to  form  the  Scientific 
Advisory  Group  of  the  Army  Air  Force „  In  fact,  during  this  period  his 
scientific  activities  in  V/ashington  became  so  intense  that  he  was 
forced  to  leave  his  Pasedena  home  and  move  to  the  capital. 

In  the  years  im.mediately  after  the  war,  von  Karman  was  frequently 
in  Europe  and  the  Plast  comparing  American  technical  advances  with 
those  of  Germany  and  Japan „   Gut  of  these  trips  evolved  AGARD,  the 
Advisory  Group  for  Aeronautical  Research  and  Development,  designed 
to  aid  the  many  scientists  throughout  Europe  stranded  by  the  war 
without  money  or  equipment.  Gathering  help  from  many  sources,  von  Karman 
gave  European  science  the  grass  roots  assistance  it  sorely  needed. 
The  AGARDOGRAPH  series  of  papers  and  monographs-,  published  as  a  direct 
result  of  this  organization,  are  famous  in  scientific  circles. 

Throughout  von  Karman *s  varied  career,  his  primary  interest 
has  always  been  research.   Even  when  his  time  was  most  severly  taxed, 
he  never  stopped  his  creative  scientific  work.   His  impressive  total 
of  over  135  publications,  including  many  books  and  other  extended  works, 
has  not  only  won  him  scores  of  honors  from  many  governments,  institutions, 
and  societies,  but  has  placed  him  prominently  among  the  top  scientists 
of  our  day,

Chicago — Direct  conversion  of  heat  to  electricity  will  be 
among  many  topics  concerned  with  the  electric  power  and  related 
Industries  to  be  discussed  at  the  21st  annual  American  Power  Conference

The  present  status  and  future  prospects  of  the  direct  conversion 
process  will  be  described  by  John  C.  R.  Kelly,  Jr.,  manager, 
technology  department,  Westinghouse  Research  Laboratory,  at  a  Mar.  31 
evening  session  devoted  to  consideration  of  long  range  goals  for  the 
generation  of  electric  pov/er.

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Chicago's  1958  dustfall  count  was  the  lowest  on  record, 
Samuel  Radner,  research  chemical  engineer  at  the  Armour 
Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  announced 
this  fact  today  in  his  annual  year-end  dustfall  summary.   An  average 
of  52.1  tons  of  dust  per  square  mile  fell  each  month  during  1958. 
The  previous  low  in  the  11  years  for  which  the  Foundation  has  annual 
records  was  1953 's  reading  of 


Except  for  an  unusually  high  August,  the  monthly  dustfall 
followed  a  familiar  pattern  —  high  in  January  and  February,  gradually 
diminishing  to  a  low  in  the  late  summer,  and  then  increasing  again 
with  the  coming  of  winter. 

The  August  average,  however,  for  an  undetermined  reason  soared 
to  the  year's  highest  reading  at  80.5  tons.   The  lowest  reading  of 
the  year,  taken  just  two  months  later  in  October,  was  only  35.9, 

The  highest  individual  average  for  the  year  came  from  the 
mid-Loop  station  atop  the  Fair  Store.   It  reported  a  count  of  118,8 
tons  per  square  mile.  The  lowest  average,  29.0  tons,  was  reported 
at  7350  Pratt  Ave. 

In  his  report  for  December,  Radner  noted  that,  despite  a 
heavy  snow  which  should  keep  the  ground  dust  covered,  the  seasonal 
climb  went  uninterrupted  and  an  average  of  76,6  tons  of  dust  per 
square  mile  fell  on  the  city, 
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The  two  Loop  stations,  located  at  the  Fair  Store  and  33  N. 
La  Salle  st,,  reported  reading  of  316.4  and  97,4  tons  respectively 
and  boosted  the  Loop  average  to  206,9,  its  highest  mark  of  the  year, 
The  Fair  Store  reading  was  also  high  for  the  city  during  the  month. 

The  monthly  and  station  averages  for  last  year,  and  the 
station  readings  for  December  of  1957  and  November  and  December  of 
1958  follow:

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Chicago — The  United  States  will  finish  1959  "on  the  threshold 
of  a  half-trillion-dollar  economy,"  some  200  industrial  executives 
attending  a  Management  Engineering  Conference  at  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technology,  were  told  today  (Feb.  5), 

Leonard  Silk,  economics  editor  of  Business  Week,  keynote 
speaker  for  the  two-day  meeting,  added  that  the  recovery  from  a 
recession  "appears  to  be  healthy  and  broad-based,  and  there  is  every 
reason  to  expect  that  it  will  continue  all  through  1959  and  into  1960," 

Silk  said  that  gross  national  product  this  year,  measured  in 
1958  prices,  will  move  up  from  a  $463-billion  rate  in  the  first 
quarter  to  more  than  $480-billion  rate  in  the  last  quarter, 

"Should  prices  rise  by  as  much  as  2  per  cent  the  last  quarter 
rate  of  GNP  will  be  roughly  $490-billion, "  he  said. 

Silk  warned  that  v/ith  the  end  of  the  recession,  economic 
managers  face  the  fundamental  problem  of  achieving  sustained  economic 
growth,  without  inflation.

Danforth,  now  professor  and  chairman  of  the  department  of 
architecture  at  Western  Reserve  University,  Cleveland,  succeeds 
Ludwig  Mies  van  der  Rohe ,  who  headed  IIT's  architectural  school 
from  1938  until  his  retirement  last  September. 

During  his  academic  and  professional  career,  Danforth  has 
been  an  exponent  of  contemporary  architecture  and  worked  with 
Mies  van  der  Rohe  on  the  master  plan  for  the  development  of  the 
Illinois  Tech  campus.   Since  1957  he  has  been  an  architectural 
consultant  to  United  States  Steel  Corp. 

A  native  of  lola,  Kansas,  Danforth  received  his  degree  in 
architecture  in  1940  from  Armour  Institute  of  Technology,  one  of 
the  predecessors  of  I IT.   He  did  graduate  work  in  architecture  from 
1940-43  with  Mies  van  der  Rohe  and  also  in  the  fields  of  city 
planning  and  aesthetics. 
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Between  1941-48  he  served  as  an  instructor  in  IIT's 
department  of  architecture,  and  then  was  named  administrative 
assistant  to  Mies.   In  1949  he  was  appointed  assistant  professor. 

In  April,  1953,  Danforth  became  chairman  of  Western 
Reserve's  department  of  architecture,  where  he  gained  recognition 
for  reorganizing  the  entire  architectural  curricula. 

His  architectural  experience  has  included  work  with  Granger 
&  Hollenbacher,  Chicago,  the  University  of  Illinois  Dental  building 
and  Oshkosh  (Wis.)  courthouse;  Chicago  Art  Institute,  remodeling 
and  alteration  program;  Raymond  Loewy  Associates,  Hinsdale 
(Illinois)  Community  Hospital;  and  U.  S.  Steel  Corp.,  on  its  Chicago 
Dynamics  and  curtain  wall  programs. 

Danforth  is  a  member  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects, 
the  American  Society  of  Engineering  Education,  American  Association 
of  University  Professors,  and  Scarab,  a  national  honorary 
architectural  fraternity.   He  is  a  licensed  architect  in  Ohio 
and  Illinois.   Since  1955  he  has  been  secretary-treasurer  of 
the  American  Society  for  Aesthetics. 
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A  painting  by  the  famous  English  artist  and  satirist  William 
Hogarth  has  been  given  to  the  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 
Dr.  John  T.  Rettaliata,  president  of  IIT,  announced  today. 

The  painting,  "Sir  James  Thornhill  and  Friends",  was  donated 
by  I.  Austin  Kelly  III,  a  management  consultant  in  New  York  City, 
who  has  for  many  years  worked  with  members  of  the  Lithographers 
National  Association.   He  stated  that  the  Association  holds  the 
"highest  respect"  for  IIT,  and  that  the  gift  was  made  "in 
appreciation  of  the  relationship"  between  the  two.   The  work  will 
hang  in  the  metallurgical  and  chemical  engineering  building  as  a 
part  of  the  Institute's  growing  art  collection. 
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CHICAGO In  the  strange,  sometimes  speculative  world  of  science, 

accidents  have  produced  some  wondrous  results . 

Today,  scientists  call  these  "intelligent  accidents"  serendipities . 
Specifically,  research  which  starts  out  to  solve  a  problem  and  ends  up 
with  a  surprise  result. 

The  current  issue  of  Frontier,  a  quarterly  science  magazine 
published  by  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology,  gives  a  rundown  on  some  serendipities  that  have  occurred 
at  the  Foundation. 

Flame  Ceramics,  originally  conceived  as  a  heat  and  corrosion 

resistant  coating  for  jet  engine  parts,  is  now  being  applied  to  golf 
irons.   It  provides  extreme  wearability  and  helps  to  increase  control. 

An  Armour  Research  chemist  seeking  to  generate  ozone  by 

exposing  a  mixture  of  oxygen  and  chlorine  to  ultra  violet  light  was 
unsuccessful.   However,  he  did  succeed  in  producing  perchloric  acid,  an 
ingredient  of  explosives.   Now,  it  may  be  possible  to  produce  perchloric 
acid  by  merely  exposing  oxygen  and  chlorine  to  sunlight. 

ARF  metallurgists  accidentally  discovered  that  lithium  alloy 

was  capable  of  wetting  on  steel  without  using  a  reducing  atmosphere  or 
a  flux.   Thus,  a  much  simpler  method  of  brazing  was  born. 

Several  vanadium  alloys  were  developed  for  possible  use  as 

high-strength,  low-weight  aircraft  materials.   One  inquisitive  ARF 
scientist  found  these  same  alloys  could  be  used  for  cladding  sodium-cooled 
reactor  fuel  elements. 
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The  word  serendipity  can  be  traced  back  to  a  fairy  tale, 
"The  Three  Princes  of  Serendip,"  whose  heroes  uncovered  valuable 
articles  accidentally. 

Horace  Walpole,  English  writer  and  politician,  coined  the 
word  serendipity  to  mean  the  ability  to  find  valuable  things  unexpectedly 
Scientists  use  it  to  describe  an  "intelligent  accident." 
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Some  2000  local  high  school  and  junior  college  students  will 
make  a  down  payment  on  the  future  this  coming  April  11  when  they 
attend  the  eleventh  annual  Chicago  area  Career  Conference  on  the 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  campus. 

At  the  informal  panel  discussions,  the  students  will  hear 
prominent  speakers  from  28  different  fields  discuss  the  requirements 
and  opportunities,  advantages  and  disadvantages  of  over  100  specific 
careers,  ranging  from  music  and  art  to  industrial  science  and 
engineering. 

The  purpose  of  the  conference,  which  is  open  to  students 
of  all  schools  in  Cook  and  neighboring  counties,  is  to  provide 
career  information  not  otherwise  available  about  the  student's 
fields  of  interest  by  bringing  him  into  direct  contact  with  talented 
and  successful  people  in  those  fields. 

The  day  will  be  divided  into  four  sessions,  with  ei^ht 
panels  being  conducted  during  each  session.   The  schedule  is 
arranged  so  that  a  student  can  participate  in  most,  and  in  some 
cases  all  of  the  panels  on  similar  vocations.   Someone  with  an 
artistic  bent,  for  instance,  could  attend  the  discussions  on 
music,  professional  entertainment,  writing  and  journalism,  and  art. 
Another,  with  scientific  inclinations,  could  take  four  sessions  on 
engineering,  which  would  completely  cover  all  phases  of  that 
profession,  or  could  settle  for  two  on  engineering  and  substitute 
one  on  the  physical  sciences  and  another  on  the  medical  professions. 
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There  will  be  no  charges  for  the  conference,  which  is 
sponsored  by  the  Chicago  Sun-Times,  the  Chicago  Technical 
Societies  Council,  and  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology.   The 
time  and  expenditures  involved  are  education  and  industry's 
gift  to  the  Chicago  area  student. 

Registration  blanks  will  be  printed  daily  in  the  Sun-Times, 
and  will  also  be  available  at  the  individual  schools.   All 
registrations  will  be  acknowledged  by  return  mail. 

The  Illinois  Tech  campus  in  conveniently  serviced  by 
elevated  and  surface  transportation.   Ample  free  parking  will 
be  available. 
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Science  and  research  are  the  energizing  force  of  the  American 
society,  Elmhurst  (Illinois)  College  students  were  told  last  night 
(Feb.  13)  by  Dr.  John  T.  Rettaliata,  president  of  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technology . 

Discussing  the  contributions  of  science  to  cultural  and  material 
advancement,  Rettaliata  declared  that  science  "makes  stagnation  of 
our  economy  virtually  impossible." 

His  address,  entitled  "Higher  Education  and  Science,"  was  one 
of  a  series  of  lectures  devoted  to  "The  Responsibilities  of  Higher 
Education  to  a  Democratic  Society,"  currently  being  conducted  at 
Elmhurst,  College. 

Rettaliata  said  that  a  "proper"  liberal  education  program 
recognizes  that  both  national  and  domestic  affairs  are  heavily 
conditioned  by  scientific  considerations,  thus  justifying  the 
inclusion  of  current  developments  in  science  and  technology  in  the 
liberal  studies  curriculum. 

"It  is  important,"  the  Illinois  Tech  president  said,  "that 
the  colleges  and  universities  equip  students  to  comprehend  the 
vital  role  of  science  and  engineering  in  our  society  as  a  basis 
for  informed  judgment. 
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"Consequently,  they  should  provide  more  than  a  smattering  of 
knowledge  in  these  fields.   Such  study  should  not  be  an  elective  in 
the  curriculum." 

Rettaliata  also  emphasized  the  importance  of  humanistic  and 
liberal  studies  in  scientific  and  engineering  education. 

"Thoughtful  leaders  in  scientific  and  technological  education," 
he  explained,  "concur  in  the  idea  that  the  broadly  educated  individual 
is  the  better  equipped  to  serve  the  community  and  the  nation. 

"Scientists  and  engineers  must  be  adequately  prepared  to 
recognize  and  accept  the  social  responsibilities  of  their  work  which 
so  vitally  affects  the  well-being  of  all  people." 

Rettaliata  pointed  up  the  importance  of  balanced  education  in 
meeting  the  requirements  of  a  complex  civilization. 

Citing  the  need  for  qualified  scientists  and  engineers  in 
national  defense  and  industry,  he  added: 

"We  also  need  superior  talents  in  other  fields  if  education 
is  to  achieve  its  proper  objective  of  advancing  the  spiritual, 
cultural  and  material  welfare  of  mankind." 

The  goal,  he  said,  must  be  more  understanding  by  the 
scientist  and  engineer  of  social  problems,  and  more  understanding 
of  science  by  society  generally. 
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Paul  B.  W.  Gollong,  director  of  the  international  research 
division  at  y?rmour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology,  leaves  February  19  for  Asia  and  Europe  on  his  sixth 
35,000  mile,  around- the-wor Id  trip. 

Accompanied  by  his  wife,  Gollong  will  visit  heads  of  state, 
governmental  officials,  industrialists,  and  scientists  in  30  countries 
throughout  the  two  continents.   He  will  also  inspect  the  various 
ARF-established  science  centers  in  the  Far  East,  including  the  Union 
of  Burma  Applied  Research  Institute  which  for  six  years  has  been  a 
model  of  what  American  technology  can  do  for  an  underdeveloped 
country . 

Since  the  second  world  war,  Armour  Research  Foundation  has 
developed  scientific  programs  in  many  foreign  nations.   In  addition 
to  the  science  center  program,  the  Foundation  provides  specialized 
technical  research  to  European  industries,  helps  keep  American  science

The  1959  Computer  Applications  Symposium,  the  sixth  in  a 
series,  will  be  held  on  Oct.  28  and  29  at  the  Morrison  Hotel,  Chicago, 
The  conference  is  sponsored  by  the  Foundation. 
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Four  of  Italy's  leading  architects  and  industrial  designers 
will  visit  the  Institute  of  Design  at  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology  on  Friday,  March  13. 

They  will  meet  v/ith  Jay  Doblin,  director  of  ID,  and  other 
faculty  members  to  gather  information  on  the  methodology  and 
educational  philosophy  of  the  design  school. 

Included  in  the  group  will  be  Giulio  Castelli,  design 
engineer  who  is  president  of  Italy's  industrial  design  association; 
Pier  Giacaolomo  Castiglioni,  architect;  Robert  Henghi,  architect, 
and  Gio  Ponti,  design  engineer  and  architect  who  is  a  founder  and 
director  of  the  architectural-design  magazine,  Domus ,  and  one  of 
Italy's  foremost  architects. 
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The  growing  importance  of  "pooling"  industrial  efforts  to 
obtain  costly  research  equipment  was  cited  today  (March  17)  by  Dr. 
H.  A,  Leedy,  Director  of  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago, 

He  emphasized  that  scientific  tools,  such  as  nuclear  reactors 
and  electronic  computers,  are  essential  to  many  industries  but  too 
expensive  an  investment  for  many  of  them. 

Leedy  discussed  the  cooperative  use  of  equipment  by  industry 
at  the  Fourth  Symposium  on  the  Organization  and  Administration  of 
Applied  Research,  now  meeting  in  Milan,  Italy. 

"In  the  competitive  world  today,  any  industry  must  be 
prepared  to  use  new  scientific  equipment  to  develop  and  improve 
its  products  and  processes,"  he  said.   "Ignoring  this  fact  could 
well  mean  obsolescence  of  a  company's  products  and  an  inability 
to  compete  in  the  expanding  markets  of  the  world." 

The  ARF  director  said  the  sharing  of  equipment  by  industry 
makes  available  specialized  talents,  specialized  services  and  brings 
about  a  reduction  in  costs  for  individual  companies. 

"It  is  certain  that  new  and  more  complex  tools  will  be 
developed  as  technology  continues  to  expand.   Therefore,  it  will 
become  more  important  for  different  industries  to  cooperate  and 
procure  these  tools  for  joint  use,"  he  said. 
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He  noted  that  the  rapid  growth  and  expanded  utilization  of 
independent  research  institutes  by  industry  in  the  United  States  is 
proof  of  the  need  for  such  research  programs. 

Leedy  outlined  the  Foundation's  reactor  participating  program 
which  has  been  in  operation  two  years,  pointing  out  that  24  industrial 
concerns  united  their  efforts  to  establish  the  research  facility.   The 
ARF  nuclear  reactor  was  the  first  one  in  the  nation  designed  for 
private  industrial  research. 
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ATLAIfTIC  CITY,  N„Jo — Results  of  a  study  for  dispersing  nuclear 
wastes  in  water — a  problem  confronting  builders  of  atomic-powered 
ships — were  reported  today  in  a  paper  presented  by  two  scientists 
from  the  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  the  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology. 

Experiments  conducted  on  Lake  Michigan  by  ARF  scientists 
revealed  that  a  ship's  churning  propeller  would  be  the  most  effective 
force  in  dispersing  nuclear  wastes „ 

A  small  boat  and  non-toxic,  non-radioactive  colored  dye  were 
used  to  approximate  conditions  of  a  larger  nuclear-powered  vessel. 

Two  other  forces  were  considered  in  the  research:  the  ship's 
wake  set  up  by  the  hull  passing  through  the  water,  and  the  natural 
sea  currents  found  in  the  ocean. 

The  study,  conducted  by  ARF  chemical  engineers  Richard  Snow 
and  Jan  Rosinski,  was  presented  at  the  national  meeting  of  the 
American  Institute  of  Chemical  Engineers  in  Atlantic  City. 

Experimentation  showed  that  the  churning  propeller  would  be 
most  effective  in  dispersing  concentrations  when  the  wastes  are 
released  in  front  of  it. 
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The  other  two  forces  working  on  dilution  of  discharged 
wastes — the  wake  of  the  hull,  and  the  natural  sea  currents — were 
found  to  be  important  only  in  a  secondary  way. 

Natural  motion  of  the  sea,  the  third  force,  will  further 
disperse  radioactive  concentrations  even  more. o. but  at  a  much 
slower  rate.   Known  ocean  movements  and  currents  aid  in  this 
dispersion. 

Snow  and  Rosinski  suggested  that  the  mixing  action  of  a 
ship's  propeller  also  could  be  effectively  used  in  disposing  of 
industrial  wastes. 

The  paper  concludes  by  stating  that  the  mixing  action  of 
the  vessel's  propeller  can  be  relied  upon  to  provide  a  large 
fraction  of  the  dispersing  action  needed  to  dissipate  nuclear 
wastes. 
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CHICAGO — Three  Russian  engineers  will  describe  extra  high 
voltage  transmission  systems  in  use  in  the  Soviet  union  at  the  21st 
annual  American  Power  Conference  to  be  held  at  the  Hotel  Sherman  here 
March  31  through  April  2, 

They  are  Dr.  V.  V.  Burgsdorf,  head  of  the  network  laboratory  of 
the  Central  Research  Klectrotechnical  Institute,  I„  A.  Siromiatnikov, 
professor,  Power  Institute,  and  B,  P.  Lebedev,  engineer  of  the  USSR 
Ministry  of  Power  Stations,  all   of  Moscow. 

Their  paper,  entitled  "The  Development  of  Extra  High  Voltage 
Transmission  Systems  in  the  Soviet  Union,"  will  be  presented  at  a 
March  31  session  on  extra  high  voltage  systems  directed  by   Dr„  Eric 
T,  B.  Gross,  professor  of  power  system  engineering,  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technology. 

Canadian  experience  with  extra  high  voltage  transmission  will 
be  told  by  H.  Wo  Haberl,  assistant  chief  engineer,  Quebec  Hydro  Electric 
Power  Commission,  Montreal,   His  subject  will  be  "The  300  kv  System." 

A  paper  by  Lynn  Firestone  and  E.  A.  Rothfus,  general  system 
planning  engineer  and  chief  electrical  engineer,  respectively,  of 
Ohio  Edison  Co,  will  discuss  the  development  of  a  345  kv  transmission 
network  in  Ohio. 

New  research  and  development  work  leading  to  the  manufacturing 
of  extra  high  voltage  345  kv  underground  cables  will  be  covered  by 
C,  W,  Schifreen,  cable  and  insulation  research  engineer,  Philadelphia 
Electric  Co, 
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Extra  high  voltage  systems  operating  at  300  kv,  or  300,000  volts, 
and  higher  have  been  used  more  extensively  in  Europe  and  Russia  than  in 
the  United  States.   Many  European  systems  range  up  to  400,000  volts, 
and  in  Russia,  up  to  500,000  volts. 

High  voltage  systems,  Gross  explained,  are  means  of  delivering 
larger  blocks  of  power  or  transmitting  power  over  longer  distances, 
such  as  might  be  desirable  v/ith  large  atomic  power  sources,  or  when 
hydroelectric  power  or  other  considerations  result  in  location  of 
generating  plants  long  distances  from  load  areas. 

Tv/enty-five  other  technical  sessions  will  be  included  in  the 
three-day  program.   One  or  more  sessions  will  be  devoted  to  discussions 
of  developments  in  steam  turbines,  v/ater  technology,  fuels,  once 
through  boiler  plants  for  subcritical  pressure,  hydroelectric  power, 
personnel  training  in  maintenance  of  electrical  controls,  higii  voltage 
transmission  (up  to  230  kv) ,  central  station  power  plants,  control  of 
generation  on  interconnected  systems,  industrial  power  plants,  circuit 
breakers,  peak  load  service,  nuclear  power  plants,  protection,  feedwater 
circuits,  computers  and  network  analyzers,  electric  space  heating, 
and  electric  distribution. 

The  conference  is  sponsored  by  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology 
in  cooperation  with  14  other  educational  institutions  and  nine  professional 
societies.

The  Career  Conference,  sponsored  by  the  Chicago  Technical 
Societies  Council,  the  Chicago  Sun-Times,  and  Illinois  Tech,  is 
designed  to  assist  high  school  and  junior  college  students  in 
choosing  their  careers. 

Eminent  professional  and  business  personalities  will  participate 
in  some  30  panel  discussions  on  over  100  of  the  many  careers 
open  to  today's  teenager, 
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Chicago  —  The  challenge  of  world  competition  facing  American 
industry,  described  as  "more  complex  and  more  fateful  than  any  set 
of  conditions  in  our  history,"  will  multiply  the  burdens  of  engineers 
in  future  years. 

This  is  the  opinion  Brig.  Gen,  Herbert  D,  Vogel  (retired), 
chairman  of  the  Tennessee  Valley  Authority,  expressed  last  night 
(April  1)  at  the  All-Engineers  dinner  of  the  21st  annual  American 
Power  Conference  in  the  Hotel  Sherman.   The  conference  is  sponsored 
by  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  in  cooperation  with  14  other 
educational  institutions  and  nine  professional  societies. 

Speaking  on  "Engineers  Must  Do  Better,"  Vogel  urged  scrutiny 
of  engineering  standards  "because  the  world  in  which  we  live  and 
work  is  a  puzzling  complex  of  currents  and  counter-currents," 

The  engineer,  he  said,  must  not  only  continue  his  traditional 
role  as  scientist  and  builder,  but  must  be  able  to  assume  executive 
positions  as  management  decisions  require  increased  technical  knowledge. 

Engineering  education  must  emphasize  the  development  of  a 
"broad  engineering  personality,"  he  added. 

Commenting  on  industrial  advances  in  Germany,  Vogel  said  that 
"a  casual  view  of  the  great  industrial  complex  rising  from  the  rubble 
of  Hamburg  gives  one  a  feeling  of  apprehension," 

The  TVA  official  questioned  if  Ajtierican  industry  is  losing  sight 
of  cost  control,  adding: 
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"Our  automobiles,  once  noted  for  their  simplicity  and  economy, 
now  are  world  renowned  for  their  frills  and  gadgetry,  for  their 
elaborate  styling  and  their  unnecessarily  powerful  engines.   Germany, 
with  other  European  nations,  now  is  manufacturing  the  simplest,  most 
economical  automobiles  in  the  world, 

"Trends  of  this  sort  in  engineering  will  do  little  to  improve 
the  competitive  capabilities  of  American  industry  in  the  markets  of 
the  free  world." 

Vogel  noted  that  for  several  years  after  World  War  II,  America 

"stood  aside  with  amused  skepticism"  when  the  Russians  made  sweeping 

claims  of  technological  progress.

"Today  and  in  the  future  we  are  faced  with  an  economic  sputnik,,.. 

plainly,  the  power  of  Russian  technology  in  being  mobilized  for  I 

aggressive  purposes  of  communism." 

Russia  is  one  of  the  world's  major  exporters  of  machinery  and 

equipment,  Vogel  said.   He  regarded  as  particularly  ominous  Soviet 

economic  moves  toward  underdeveloped  areas.   Soviet  credits  to  such 

countries  are  estimated  as  amounting  to  billions  of  dollars,  he  said 

Emphasizing  the  importance  of  advanced  study,  Vogel  said: 

"V/e  must  encourage  men  to  go  into  graduate  work;  in  this 

connection,  industry  must  watch  carefully  so  that  it  does  not  stifle 

the  flow  of  men  into  post-graduate  study  by  overtejnpting  promising 

students  with  high-paying  jobs.   Industry  can  do  a  great  deal — and  I 

do  not  overlook  what  it  is  doing — to  widen  the  horizons  of  today's 

engineering  graduates  through  scholarships  and  fellowships,  and  through 

in-service  training," 
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He  expressed  the  belief  that  engineering  societies  and 
engineering  colleges  should  recognize  that  broad  learning  cannot 
be  obtained  in  four  college  years,  or  probably  even  in  five. 

Vogel  v/arned  that  American  industry  must  make  an  all-out 
effort  to  maintain  v/orld  supremacy. 

"In  every  sense,  barring  actual  military  conflict,"  he  said, 
"the  United  States  is  in  the  position  in  which  it  must  prove  its 
mettle.   It  must  demonstrate  once  again  the  true  fiber  of  its  inner 
being. 

"We  have  a  fine  record  of  performance.   V/e  have  elevated  our 
living  standards  above  all  the  world.   V/e  have  established  and  secured 
a  maximum  of  democratic  freedom.   We  have  risen  in  war  to  triumph 
might.   But  today  we  stand  on  the  threshold  of  a  new  age.   We  can't 
get  by  on  our  reputation,   V/e  must  deliver  the  goods." 
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Dro  Kenneth  fdcFarland — -often  called  Ajnerica's  number-one

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CHICAGO— A  new  economical,  non-skid  paper  surface  recently 
developed  by  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  the  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technology  promises  to  solve  many  problems  confronting  industries 
and  businesses  using  or  handling  paper  bags. 

Developed  for  The  Cromwell  Paper  Company,  the  non-skid  surface 
is  embossed  on  the  paper.   The  embossing  increases  the  coefficient  of 
friction  by  several  hundred  per  cent.   This  means  that  warehousemen 
and  dealers  can  make  higher  stacks  of  bagged  products  such  as  cement 
and  livestock  feeds  without  the  usual  slippage  problem  encountered 
with  smooth  paper  bags.   The  paper  can  also  be  used  for  wrapping  with 
the  same  non-skid  advantages. 

For  the  shipper  and  buyer,  this  means  bags  or  wrapping  material 
made  of  the  embossed  paper  will  hold  up  better  and  will  undergo  less 
movement  in  shipment.   But  most  of  all,  the  new  embossed  paper  is  less 
expensive  than  other  non-slip  papers  that  are  coated  with  either 
plastics  or  resins.   This  is  of  particular  importance  to  those  firms 
using  bags  or  wrapping  material  in  great  quantities. 

The  Cromwell  Paper  Company  experimented  with  an  embossing 
pattern  of  their  own  which  increased  the  coefficient  of  friction  by 
approximately  40  per  cent.   It  was  thought,  hov/ever,  that  surface 
friction  could  be  increased  even  more  with  different  embossing  patterns, 
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Testing  of  papers  and  development  of  various  single  and  double 
embossing  patterns  led  /RF  scientists  to  what  is  considered  the  optimum 
embossed  pattern  for  paper  giving  the  highest  amount  of  surface  friction 
without  sacrificing  its  necessary  physical  properties.   That  pattern  is 
the  3/32-inch  double- embossed  pattern  with  interlocking  square  elements. 
Research  also  showed  that  impact  strength  was  increased. 

Although  originally  developed  for  bags,  the  new  paper  was  found 
to  be  particularly  useful  in  wrapping  steel  for  shipment.   The  paper's 
uniform  flexibility  and  improved  impact  strength  are  the  advantages  in 
this  application. 

Embossed  paper  bags  can  be  used  in  packaging  and  shipping  such 
products  as  livestock  feeds,  fertilizers,  dry  chemicals,  food  products, 
seeds,  cement,  plaster,  and  other  building  materials. 

Higher  stacks  utilising  the  bag's   non-skid  surface,  less  movement 
in  shipment,  easier  grasp  for  the  loader,  and  greater  strength  are  the 
reported  advantages.   Cost  is  greatly  reduced  compared  with  the 
use  of  chemical  or  resin-treated  bags.

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CHICAGO — An  increase  in  tuition  rates  of  colleges  and 
universities  to  cover  a  larger  share  of  the  operating  costs  was 
recommended  here  today  (April  2)  by  President  John  T.  Rettaliata 
of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology. 

Addressing  a  luncheon  meeting  of  the  National  Conference  of 
Solicitations  at  the  Congress  Hotel,  Rettaliata  said  that  tuition  in 
tax-supported  universities  covers  only  about  17  per  cent  of  the  cost 
of  educating  a  student.   In  private  colleges  it  amounts  to  about  50 
per  cent, 

"Since  the  student  is  the  direct  beneficiary  of  his  college 
education,  it  appears  reasonable  for  him  to  absorb  a  larger  share 
of  the  cost,"  he  said. 

To  help  meet  the  problems  of  increased  enrollments  and 
higher  operating  costs,  Rettaliata  suggested  that  an  equitable 
arrangement  would  be  for  tuitions  in  public  institutions  to  cover 
about  one-third  of  the  educational  costs.   This  would  require 
doubling  current  tuition  rates  in  such  institutions. 

He  said  that  it  v/ould  not  seem  unreasonable  if  tuitions 
in  private  institutions  covered  three-quarters  of  the  costs.   This 
would  require  a  50  per  cent  increase  in  present  tuition  figures. 

The  educator  also  called  for  an  amendment  of  federal  tax 
laws  to  increase  incentives  for  voluntary  support  of  higher  education 
and  to  permit  the  deduction  by  parents  of  a  proper  proportion  of 
the  costs  of  education.   He  said  this  would  lessen  the  force  of 


^arguments  for  federal  financing  of  higher  education.

He  said  that  heavier  enrollments  in  the  low-tuition, 
publicly-financed  universities,  in  relation  to  the  private 
institutions,  are  resulting  in  the  taxpayers  underwriting  a 
larger  number  of  students  and  a  greater  share  of  the  cost  of 
their  educatiOHo 

"Thus,  the  taxpayer  who  neglects  support  of  private  education 
is  automatically  increasing  what  he  actually  contributes  to  education 
through  taxes,"  he  said. 

Private  colleges  and  universities  must  have  outside  help  if 
they  are  to  survive,"  Rettaliata  declared. 

He  said  American  industry,  which  is  the  principal  beneficiary 
of  education,  is  the  most  adequate  and  logical  source  of  assistance. 

"Industry  will  need  increasing  numbers  of  well-educated  people 
in  the  years  ahead.   In  its  own  interest,  if  for  no  other  reason, 
industry  should  apply  its  resources  to  the  support  of  the  colleges  and 
universities  which  provide  the  many  kinds  of  personnel  that  are 
needed,"  he  said. 

"Like  all  other  enterprises,"  Rettaliata  said,  "private  colleges 
have  suffered  from  inflation.   They  have  had  to  increase  their  tuition 
in  an  effort  to  minimize  the  spread  between  income  and  expenditures." 

He  said  this  trend  will  continue,  and  will  have  the  unfortunate 
effect  of  further  increasing  the  already  heavy  public  institution 
enrollments  in  relation  to  the  private  colleges, 

"If  the  colleges  and  universities  cannot  solve  the  pressing 
problems  confronting  them,  large-scale  federal  aid  is  inevitable, 
and  may  come  to  be  accepted  as  a  permanent  responsibility  of  the 
government,"  he  said.

"Superior  education  is  our  best  guarantee  that  America

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The  courses  enjoy  international  recognition  and  to  date 
153  companies  from  all  over  the  world  have  sent  men  to  one  or  more 
of  the  summer  sessions.   Last  year  an  all-time  high  of  120  persons 
were  enrolled  in  the  summer  session, 
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CHICAGO,  ILL. — Armour  Research  Foundation,  the  not-for-profit 
affiliate  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  today  reported  a 
record  volume  of  $7,514,000  in  contractural  services  during  the  first 
half  of  its  fiscal  year. 

Dr.  H.  A,  Leedy,  director  of  the  Foundation,  informed  the 
board  of  trustees  that  the  mid-fiscal  year  volume  was  six  per  cent 
higher  than  the  volume  of  $7,082,000  in  the  same  period  last  year. 
The  Foundation's  fiscal  year  began  Sept,  1,  1958, 

Dr,  Leedy  projected  an  estimate  that  the  Foundation's 
1958-59  gross  volume  would  be  $15,300,000,  compared  with  a  gross 
volume  of  $14,600,000  last  fiscal  year.  The  projected  volume 
will  be  an  all-time  high  in  the  history  of  the  23-year  old 
research  organization. 

Reflecting  the  current  emphasis  by  the  federal  government 
and  industry  on  rockets,  missiles,  space  travel,  and  electronics 
research.  Or,  Leedy  said  the  highest  gains  in  the  Foundation's 
recent  programs  were  attained  in  electrical  engineering,  physics, 
propulsion  and  fluids,  and  metallurgy,

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Highlights  of  the  Foundation's  future  plans,  Dr.  Leedy 
reported,  include  the  groundbreaking  within  two  months  for  a 
multi-million  dollar  chemistry  and  chemical  engineering  research 
building,  the  awarding  of  an  architectural  contract  to  build  an 
addition  to  the  mechanical  engineering  research  building,  the 
installation  in  May  of  a  Univac  1105  computing  system,  and  the 
increase  within  tv/o  months  of  the  Foundation's  nuclear  reactor 
from  a  power  level  of  10  kilowatts  to  100  kilowatts. 

Dr.  Leedy  announced  the  following  projects  v/hich  the 
Foundation  initiated  in  the  first  half  of  its  fiscal  year  as 
examples  of  needed  scientific  knowledge  today:  A  feasible  and 
economical  method  of  processing  high- purity  uranium;  a  study  of 
the  scintillation  behavior  of  inorganic  crystals  at  very  low 
temperatures  which  could  lead  to  improved  methods  of  nuclear 
detection;  the  development  of  a  mathematical  formulation  and  the 
use  of  high-speed  computers  to  solve  the  complex  problems  of 
industrial  plan  locations;  the  heat  and  re-entry  problem  on  the 
surface  and  nose  cones  of  rockets  and  missiles  at  extreme  altitudes 
(in  excess  of  300,000  feet);  and  the  engineering  design  of 
electronic  systems  capable  of  using  symbols  in  a  perception  and 
learning  process,  and  the  development  of  adequate  theories  to 
improve  the  design  of  electronic  computers » 

Dro  Leedy  said  the  Foundation's  six  and  one-half  month 
backlog  of  research  work  as  of  the  end  of  February  was  about  the 
same  as  last  year,  although  the  backlog  dollar  volume  was  considerably 
higher  than  February  a  year  ago.   The  number  of  staff  members,  1265, 
was  unchanged  from  a  year  ago. 
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New  developments  in  automatic  control  and  Instrumentation  will 
be  discussed  at  a  meeting  attended  by  Industrial  management 
representatives  and  engineers  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 
Chicago,  Tuesday  and  Wednesday,  April  14  and  15. 

The  meeting,  called  conference  on  Industrial  Instrumentation 
and  Control,  is  being  sponsored  by  Armour  Research  Foundation,  Illinois 
Tech  affiliate,  in  cooperation  with  the  Professional  Group  on  Industrial 
Electronics  of  the  Institute  of  Radio  Engineers.  The  conference  is 
the  fourth  of  a  series  devoted  to  the  development  of  improved  products 
and  processes  through  the  application  of  new  instrumentation  and 
control  techniques  and  systems. 

Major  subjects  scheduled  for  discussion  include  new  measurement 
techniques,  reliability  factors  in  instrumentation,  non-destructive 
testing  techniques,  automatic  Inspection  in  production  control,  use 
of  computers  in  automatic  control,  transducer  technology,  and  planning 
instrumentation  requirements  in  an  integrated  control  system. 

The  conference  will  be  held  in  the  IIT  Metallurgical  and 
Chemical  Engineering  building.

CHICAGO  Fiber  metallurgy  —  a  new  process  of  metalworking 

which  is  expected  to  revolutionize  products  ranging  from  rocket 
nozzles  to  filters  —  Is  described  in  the  current  issue  of  FRONTIER, 
the  quarterly  science  magazine  published  by  the  Armour  Research 
Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology « 

In  the  new  process,  thin  fibers  of  metal  are  interlocked 
like  a  felt  cloth  and  bonded  together  with  heat  to  produce  a 
material  with  reduced  weight  at  little  sacrifice  of  strength. 

According  to  Dr.  Robert  H.  Read,  one  of  the  developers 
of  the  new  technology  and  author  of  the  FRONTIER  article,  a 
finished  fiber  metal  product  may  look,  feel,  and  in  many  ways 
act  like  a  solid  metal  sheet,  but  actually  be  90  per  cent  air.  This 
high-strength,  low-weight  quality  immediately  suggests  a  variety  of 
aircraft  and  rocket  applications.   On  the  other  hand,  another  type 
of  fiber  metal  material  may  have  a  high  density  and  still  be  highly 
and  uniformly  porous,  suggesting  use  as  a  filter  for  both  liquids  and 
gases. 

A  corps  of  ARF  physicists,  chemists  and  mechanical  engineers 
have  Joined  the  metallurgists  to  study  the  potential  applications 
of  the  process.

Fiber  Metallurgy — add  1 

Some  of  the  most  interesting  new  uses  are  those  that  employ 
a  fiber  metal  network  in  conjunction  with  other  materials:  with 
plastics,  for  instance,  to  strengthen  a  good  gasket  material  that 
is  presently  too  weak  for  many  applications;  with  other  metals,  to 
fabricate  such  things  as  stronger,  non-sagging  lead  pipes;  and 
with  ceramics,  in  what  is  probably  the  most  exciting  new  possibility, 
to  make  what  might  be  called  "reinforced  concrete  in  miniature"  — 
relatively  light  and  almost  unbelieveably  strong. 

In  Dr,  Read's  words,  "New  potential  applications  are  being 
conceived  far  more  rapidly  than  they  can  be  tested  and  evaluated. 
The  possible  uses  of  fiber  metals  seem  almost  limitless." 
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Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  will  be  host  to  parents, 
relatives,  and  friends  of  IIT  students  Saturday,  May  2,  at  its 
annual  Parent's  Day  program.

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CHICAGO — A  new  and  unique  exothermic  patching  material,  which 
v/ill  generate  its  own  heat  to  seal  the  defects  in  the  linings  of 
heavy  steel-melting  furnaces,  has  been  developed  for  the  Carb-Rite 
Corp,  of  Chicago  Heights  by  the  Armour  Research  Foundation  of 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology. 

The  maintenance  of  open  hearth,  electric,  and  similar  types 
of  steel-melting  furnaces  has  long  presented  a  costly  headache  to 
the  steel  industry.  Holes  and  cavities  that  appear  in  the  bottoms 
and  walls  of  these  furnaces  must  be  patched  immediately.   Present 
techniques,  besides  producing  comparatively  v/eak  patches,  involve 
fusing  the  patching  material  at  a  temperature  high  enough  to  damage 
the  furnace  lining  itself,  and  demand  a  repair  time  that  runs  into 
hours  and  even  days  of  idle  manpower  and  equipment , 

The  new  exothermic  material,  beside  becoming  structurally 
and  chemically  indistinguishable  from  the  furnace  lining  itself, 
completely  eliminates  the  destructive  burning-in  process  by  generating 
its  own  heato   It  effects  a  strong  and  permanent  patch  in  less  than 
an  hour,  slashing  by  80  per  cent  the  time  presently  required.   In 
general,  it  decisively  cuts  the  cost  of  maintaining  solid  and  efficient 
bottoms  and  linings  in  steel-melting  furnaces.

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CHICAGO —  The  Indian  Steel  Training  and  Educational  program, 
IN  STEP,  will  be  extended  through  June  1962,  it  was  announced  today 
by  the  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  and  Inland  Steel  Co„ 

Illinois  Tech  and  Inland  Steel  are  two  of  the  participants  in 
the  program  which  provides  technical  and  educational  training  for 
engineers  from  India  in  the  production  methods  of  the  United  States 
steel  industry. 

Fifteen  Indian  engineers  currently  are  enrolled  in  the  program 
at  Illinois  Tech,   They  will  complete  their  training  in  June. 
Previously  37  Indians  completed  the  in-service  curricula  at  I IT, 

The  new,  three-year  program  will  begin  in  September  when  100 
trainees  will  arrive  from  India,  They  will  be  assigned  to  steel 
companies  and  colleges  for  nine  months  of  training.  During  this 
time  the  trainees  will  spend  four  days  a  week  in  the  steel  mill 
and  one  day  a  week  in  the  classroom. 

Program  IN  STEP  originated  in  1957,  financed  by  a  grant  from 
the  Ford  Foundation,  and  is  being  carried  out  through  the  cooperation 
of  major  steel  companies  and  educational  institutions  throughout 
the  country. 

Since  the  program's  inception,  197  Indian  engineers  have  been 
trained  in  the  U.S.  and  have  returned  to  India  as  supervisors  in 
the  steel  mills, 
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The  extension  of  IN  STEP  was  made  possible  by  an  offer  of 
the  American  steel  industry  through  the  American  Iron  and  Steel 
Institute,   The  Ford  Foundation  will  continue  to  pay  the  costs 
of  administration  and  college  instruction.  The  International 
Cooperation  Administration  (I.CoA.)  of  the  U.  S,  government  will 
pay  for  the  costs  of  trainee  maintenance.  Costs  of  in-plant 
training  will  continue  to  be  paid  by  the  steel  industry  and 
transportation  costs  will  be  paid  by  the  Indian  government. 

Other  participating  colleges  are  Carnegie  Institute  of 
Technology,  Case  Institute  of  Technology,  Lehigh  University  and 
Youngstown  University.  Two  more  colleges,  yet  to  be  named  may 
participate.

Laughlin,  National,  Republic,  United  States,  Youngstown  Sheet

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Controlled  nuclear  ejrploslons  could  be  used  to  control  climates, 
prevent  earth  quakes,  or  to  divert  dangerous  lava  flows  from  erupting 
volcanoes.   These  and  other  ideas  were  advanced  today  (Thursday, 
May  7)  by  Francis  B.  Porzel,  senior  scientific  advisor  at  Armour 
Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  before  the 
American  Society  of  Civil  Engineers  annual  meeting  in  Cleveland, 

Controlled  nuclear  explosions  also  could  be  used  as  a  heat 
source  for  driving  a  heating  plant  or  a  power  source  for  driving 
a  heat  engine,  he  said. 

According  to  Porzel,  two  of  the  concepts  involved  in  utilizing 
energy  from   nuclear  explosions  for  peaceful  uses  are  "waste  heat" 
and  the  "channeling  concept," 

The  waste  heat  concept  involves  use  of  the  effects  of  a 
nuclear  blast  by  controlling  the  properties  of  the  medium  surrounding 
the  bomb  or  energy  source  to  convert  demaging  pressure  directly 
into  useful  heat. 

The  second  concept — that  of  channfiiliag — is  a  method  that 
includes  control  of  the  geometry  of  the  material  surrounding  the 
energy  source.  The  energy  can  be  directed  almost  at  will. 

Certain  unique  capabilities  Inherent  in  nuclear  explosions 
make  them  far  more  economical  and  productive  than  ordinary  chemical 
fuels,  Porzel  said,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  there  are  undoubtedly 
many  far  better  sources  in  the  world  for  heat,  power  and  energy a 
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Porzel  speech — add  1 

When  harnessed  for  effective  use,  controlled  nuclear  explosion 
techniques  can  be  used  for  such  vast  projects  as  climate  regulation 
by  diverting  ocean  currents  through  existing  land  blocks  or  by 
constructing  canals  to  make  inland  seas. 

Other  uses  may  include  controlling  earth  quakes  by  relieving 
seismic  stresses  before  they  become  dangerous e,  or  by  diverting 
dangerous  lava  flows  from  volcanoes  before  they  wreck  villages  or 
cities. 

Nuclear  energy  provides  fascinating  tools  that  can  be  extremely 
useful y  provided  the  world  learns  to  live  with  it  and  control  it^ 
Porzel  said. 
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CHICAGO— A  small  and  compact  magnetic  field  detector  for 
measuring  low  frequency  radio  interference  has  been  developed  by 
engineers  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology.  Developed  for  the  U.  S.  Navy  Bureau  of  Ships,  the 
detector's  small  size  makes  It  extremely  useful  in  cramped  or 
confining  areas  found  in  aircraft  and  ship  communications 
equipment • 

Its  sensitivity  and  size  also  combine  to  make  it  useful  in 
measuring  interference  at  one  point  instead  of  over  an  area. 
Neither  of  these  applications  are  practical  at  present  with  the 
conventional  loops  which  are  used  with  most  radio  Interference 
measuring  sets. 

Heart  of  the  Hall-effect  probe,  as  it  is  called,  is  a 
basic  pickup  cell  of  Indium  antlmonlde,  a  semiconductor.  Utilizing 
the  Hall-effect,  the  indium  antlmonlde  Is  responsive  directly  to 
the  magnetic  field  rather  than  to  Its  time  rate  of  change  as  Is 
a  conventional  loop  pickup. 

The  Hall-effect,  briefly,  occurs  when  a  transverse  magnetic 
field  is  applied  to  a  current-carrying  conductor.  The  magnetic 
field  exerts  a  force  on  the  charges  in  the  direction  perpendicular 
to  both  the  current  and  the  magnetic  flux  density,  the  deflected 
charges  producing  a  field  in  the  direction  of  the  force.

The  Hall-effect  probe's  uniform  frequency  response  combined 
with  its  small  size  will  make  possible  more  accurate  field 
measux*ments  than  are  presently  practical  using  a  loopo   In  one 
application,  it  will  be  possible  eventually  to  decrease  radio 
interference  in  the  lower  frequency  ranges  which  will  improve 
reliability  of  communication  links,  direction-finding  equipment, 
and  emergency  radio  services. 
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CHICAGO— A  diversified  program  of  radiation  research  in 
petroleum  technology  has  been  started  by  Armour  Research  Foundation 
of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  it  was  announced  today. 

Dr,  Leonard  Reiffel,  director  of  physics  research  at  ARF, 
said  the  research  is  being  sponsored  by  Standard  Oil  COe  (Indiana) 
specifically  to  study  the  effects  of  radiation  on  petroleum  and 
petrochemical  processing. 

Standard  Oil  has  set  up  a  long-range  program  and  present 
plans  call  for  both  fundamental  and  exploratory  studies.  The 
research  will  take  place  under  the  guidance  of  Dro  Paul  Feng, 
supervisor  of  chemical  physics,  in  cooperation  with  other  ARF 
groups.  He  said  the  kinetics  and  basic  mechanisms  of  the  radiation- 
produced  reactions,  as  well  as  the  end  products,  are  of  major  interest. 

Facilities  to  be  used  include  the  Foundation's  100-  kilowatt 
reactor,  the  nation's  first  industrial  research  reactor  and  largest 
water-boiler  reactor  of  its  type,  and  two  accelerators,  a  35-million 
volt  machine  and  a  high  intensity  eight-million  volt  machine.  The 
accelerators  are  being  made  available  to  Armour  Research  through 
the  cooperation  of  Michael  Reese  Hospital,  Chicago,  and  W.  F.  & 
John  Barnes  Co.,  Rockford,  111.

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CHICAGO,  111.,  June  18  —  The  John  Crerar  Library,  one  of  the 
world's  largest  collections  of  technical,  scientific  and  medical 
literature,  will  move  to  the  Technology  Center  campus  of  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology. 

The  announcement  was  made  jointly  today  by  H.  P.  Sedwlck, 
president,  for  the  Crerar  Library  board  of  directors,  and  by  Dr. 
John  T.  Rettaliata,  president  of  Illinois  Tech,  for  the  Illinois 
Tech  board  of  trustees. 

The  Crerar  Library  will  have  custody  of  the  Illinois  Institute's 
technical  library  collection  and  will  be-^^liMHMfi^^ii^a  ^amtt-  public 
library  building  to  be  constructed  on  the  Illinois  Tech  campus.   The 
action  has  been  approved  by  the  boards  of  both  organizations. 
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Crerar  Library  —  add  1 

The  move  is  being  made  to  provide  a  location  for  the  Crerar 
Library  in  a  center  of  technological  education  and  scientific  research, 
to  make  possible  the  expansion  and  improvement  of  its  services,  and 
to  realize  economies  in  the  operation  of  the  Library,   Students, 
faculty  members  and  scientific  personnel  of  Technology  Center  comprise 
the  largest  single  group  of  users  of  the  Crerar  Library  at  this  time. 
The  Library  will  continue  to  be  under  the  juris^diction  of  the 
Crerar  board.   Illinois  Tech  will  turn  over  its  estimated  125,000 
engineering  and  scientific  books  and  periodicals  to  the  custody  of 
the  Crerar  board  and  to  the  administration  of  the  Crerar  Library  staff. 
The  Crerar  Library  has  approximately  1,000,000  books  and  periodicals 
of  all  classifications.   The  Illinois  Tech  Library  staff  will  be 
consolidated  with  the  Crerar  staff,  resulting  in  a  total  group  of 
approximately  85  people. 

In  constructing  the  new  building  for  the  John  Crerar  Library, 
a  separate  section  will  be  devoted  to  Illinois  Tech's  library  of 
arts,  humanities,  and  social  science  literature. 

The  move  will  be  effected  as  soon  as  practical,  dependent  upon 
when  the  new  building  can  be  built.   A  consulting  firm  is  being 
retained  by  the  two  boards  to  study  and  recommend  the  most  expedient 
methods  of  effectuating  the  move.

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The  proposed  site  of  the  new  library  building  is  in  the 
center  of  the  Illinois  Tech  campus,  in  the  block  bounded  by 
Dearborn  and  Federal  Sts.,  and  33rd  and  34th  Sts.   Illinois  Tech  is 
providing  the  land  for  the  building  under  a  long-term  lease.   Illinois 
Tech  and  the  Crerar  Library  will  share  in  the  cost  of  the  building 
project,  the  total  figure  for  the  two  sections  being  estimated  at 
between  $1^  million  to  $2  million. 

The  two  sections  of  the  building,  containing  approximately 
80,000  square  feet,  will  have  a  main  floor,  a  mezzanine  and  partial 
basement.   They  will  be  constructed  of  steel,  brick  and  glass  to 
match  the  modern  architectural  design  of  the  other  Technology  Center 
buildings,  will  be  air  conditioned,  and  will  have  a  capacity  of  at 
least  1,500,000  books  and  periodicals. 

Economies  to  be  realized  as  a  result  of  the  new  arrangement 
for  the  two  libraries  include  the  efficiency  of  a  modern  one-story 
building  operation  versus  the  inefficiencies  of  the  present  multi-story 
Crerar  building  at  86  £.  Randolph  St.,  the  elimination  of  duplicated 
technical  book  and  periodical  purchases  and  present  listings,  a 
centralized  catalog  system  of  these  collections,  and  the  sharing  of 
certain  operating  costs.

Crerar  Library  -  add  3 

It  was  pointed  out  that  the  move  will  allow  the  Crerar 
Library  to  substantially  improve  its  collections  and  services. 
Because  of  economic  limitations,  the  Crerar  Library  is  at  present 
unable  to  keep  Its  collection  current  with  the  tremendous  expansion 
of  literature  in  its  scope.   Under  the  new  arrangement,  with  the 
inclusion  of  the  Illinois  Tech  budget,  and  with  its  reduced 
operating  costs,  the  Crerar  Library  will  initially  be  able  to  more 
than  double  its  acquisitions  and  to  offer  improved  and  expanded 
reading  rooms,  study  and  research  facilities,  and  associated 
services.   The  air  conditioning  and  other  modern  facilities  of  the 
new  building  will  enable  the  Library  to  better  preserve  its  collections, 
particularly  the  rare  and  old  documents,  books  and  periodicals.   The 
convenient  transportation  facilities,  the  extensive  parking  space 
available,  and  the  improved  service  which  will  be  possible  with  the 
new  efficient  layout  all  will  serve  the  interests  of  the  users  of 
these  great  technical  and  medical  collections. 

Crerar  Library  was  founded  in  1895  from  the  proceeds  of  a 
trust  fund  established  by  John  Crerar,  a  prominent  Chicago  businessman. 
The  Library  moved  into  its  present  building  in  1920,  and  occupies  10 
of  the  15  floors.

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Dr.    T.    Paul   Torda,    48,    has   been   named   director   of 
propulsion   and   fluids   research   at   Armour   Research  Foundation   of 
Illinois    Institute   of   Technology,    Chicago. 

His   appointment  was   announced  today  by  Dr,   E.    H.    Schulz, 
vice  president   for  research  operations   of   the  Foundation. 

Most   recently  Torda  was  professor   of  mechanical 

engineering  at  the  Polytechnic  Institute  of  Brooklyn,  New  York, 
Prior  to  that,  1949-1955,  he  was  a  professor  in  the  department  of 
aeronautical  engineering  at  the  University  of  Illinois. 

He  has  served  as  a  consultant  to  many  companies  in  rocket 
propulsion  and  is  an  authority  in  the  fields  of  liquid  and  solid 
propellant  rockets,  boundary  layer  control,  turbo  machines  and 
viscosity  effects  in  fluid  mechanics.

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CHICAGO  —  A  grant  of  $75,000  to  provide  technical 
assistance  for  the  establishment  of  a  building  materials  research 
laboratory  in  Venezuela  has  been  awarded  to  Armour  Research  Foundation 
of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 

The  grant  was  made  possible  by  the  Creole  Foundation,  a 
non-profit  organization  established  by  Creole  Petroleum  Corp,, 
the  largest  oil  producer  in  Venezuela,  Under  this  program  ARF 
will  aid  the  newly  organized  Venezuelan  Institute  of  Technical 
and  Industrial  Research  (INVESTI)  at  Caracas  in  setting  up  and 
directing  research  activities  in  the  fields  of  building  and 
construction  materials  using  Venezuelan  natural  resources. 

The  building  materials  field  was  selected  for  initial 
emphasis  because  of  its  urgent  problems.   Facilities  and  equipment 
for  the  program  have  been  made  available  by  Venezuela,  An  integral 
part  of  the  program  will  be  the  training  of  Venezuelan  scientists 
and  engineers  to  carry  on  this  work  in  the  future. 

Project  director  for  the  program  will  be  Alexander  Pupulidy, 
a  ceramic  engineer  in  ARF's  international  research  division.  He 
and  his  family,  who  reside  at  3100  S,  Michigan  Ave,,  will  leave 
July  1  for  a  two-year  assignment  in  Venezuela, 

One  of  the  over-all  aims  of  the  Venezuelan  Institute  is  to 
set  up  new  fields  of  research  leading  to  new  industrial  activities 
and  thereby  lessen  the  country's  dependence  on  petroleum. 
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Armour  Research  has  aided  in  developing  research  programs 
in  25  foreign  countries,  including  nine  nations  in  Latin  America, 
Under  similar  programs,  it  has  aided  in  the  establishment  of  research 
institutes  in  Mexico,  Burma  and  Colombia, 
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
